Mr. Hays’ conference with the west- 
ern leaders assumed unusual impor- 
tance because it is foreseen that the ter- 
titory west of the Mississippi is going 
tw be the big battle ground of the 
presidential election. 

Consider New England Safe.

Pennsylvania and New England are 
regarded as absolutely safe for the Re- 
publican ticket.

It is really too 
bad that they hit upon Gen. Wood as 


their choice. 


“The chief task of the convention,” 
the statement said, “was to prevent 
the sale of presidential nominations at 
auction to the highest bidder. Had 
this not been done the party faced not 
only certain defeat, but crushing dis- 
honor. The sixty-eight New York dele- 
gates who voted for me on the first 


ballot were the chief factor in stopping 


the. Hindenburg drive to. overwhelm 
the convention by the power of unlim- 


ited money and by strong arm methods, 


in preferential primaries.” 


Story of Wood's Defeat. 

The story of New York’s sixty-eight 
votes for Butler shows, the statement 
said, how Gen. Wood was defeated. It 
points out that the first ballot gave 
-Gen,. Wood a substantial lead and that 
“the first task, therefore, was to bring 
the vote of his nearest rival; Gov. Low- 
den, at least up to Wood’s vote.” 

“It was the New York vote for 
Lowden, taken from the sixty-eight 
votes that had been cast for me, that 
gave Lowden his lead in the fifth bal- 
lot and that enabled him substantially 
to equal the Wood vote on the ballot 
immediately following. 

“When, after the seventh ballot, it 
was clear that Lowden could not be 
nominated, we helped the drift toward 
Harding and on the ninth ballot be- 
came the decisive psychological factor 
by giving Harding sixty-six votes. 


Gives Credit to New York. 

“The New Yorkers who care for the 
Republican party and for the sucess} 
of its principles and who are jealous 
of the honor should rejoice and take 
satisfaction that their representatiyes 
in the Republican national conventi!un, 
although by no means unified in senti- 
ment or in organization, were yet able 
to exert so commanding an influence in 
a great emergency. 

“Harding and Coolidge,” the ‘state- 
ment closes, “are, first ofall, patriotic 
Americans, and next, Republicans to 
the core. We are to have the satis- 
faction of supporting and electing a 
real Republican ticket. We may now 
look forward with complete confidence 
to the restoration of the national goy- 
ernment to its old foundations, which 
are love and reverence for the con- 
stitution of the United States.”

Bankruptcy is just around. the cor-

The city’s shaky financial status 
became known at yesterday’s meeting 
of the council finance committee. 
Mayor Thompson's plan to make the 
1920 budget“ pay out” by letting bills 
for material and supplies go over until 
next year has already resulted in the 
accumulation of over $1,000,000 of un- 
paid bills. The amount is expected to 
total about $4,500,000 by the end of 
the year. 

Among suggestions to the finance

Slow Pay Means Higher Prices. 

Chairman Richert reported that be- 
cause firms selling goods to the city

“If you add $1,500,000 there will be 
no money to pay salaries toward the 
end of the year,” Mr. Gosselin said. 

Credit “Shot to Pieces.” | 

“There is no question that the city 
is paying 40 per cent more than out- 
side corporations because of the doubt 


knowledge that the sellers must waft 
for their money,” Ald. Woodhull said. 
“The city’s credit is being shot to 
pieces.”’ 

Ald. Woodhull and Ald: McCormick 
ceclared the city must curb all activi- 


ties not absolutely necessary if it is to 


steer clear of bankruptcy. 

The new wage scale effective May 
1 calls for an increased expenditure 
of $871,306. The average increase de- 
manded is 20 per cent. 

Increase Demanded. 

An increase of $8 to $10 a day is de- 
manded by the bricklayers, carpenters, 
electrical mechanics, lathers, iron 
workers, plasterers, painters, plumb- 
ers, blacksmiths, seteam fitters, and ce- 
ment finishers. Sewer bricklayers 
want an increase from $12 to $14; sign 
painters from $8 to $12; building la- 
borers from $5.60 to $8, and aspaht rak- 
ers from $5.76 to $7.04. 

The 300 garbage handlers yesterday 


notified the city that unless their de- 


mands for an increase from $4.40 to 
$5.60 a day are met before 8 a. m. to- 
morrow they will strike.

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VOX POP ON GRAYLING. 
ETROIT, Mich.—-[To the Editor} 
Your articles and correspondence 
on Michigan grayling are very 


interesting to me, as [I am an- 


other oldtimer who caught these fish 
when they were as plentiful as your 
correspondent said they were. I also 
have seen them in Au Sable and Maple 
by the hundreds and it was no uncom- 
mon thing to have parties of fishermen 
come in with 100 or more of these fish. 
I do not remember if they had any 
daily limits on ing catches in 
those days, but if they did few fisher- 
men paid any attention to them. 

The last grayling I gaught was taken 
three years ago in a small stream near 
Houghton, Mich., but it did not look as 
trim and graceful! as it should and it 
may have been a transplanted Montana 
grayling, although the old residents 
there claim not. _ 

In the last number of Field and 
Stream Dr. James Henshall has an 
article on graylings and he attributes 
the extinction of the Michigan grayling 
to lumbering operations destroying 
spawning beds, to the introduction of 
the trout, and to fish hogs. There was 
lumbering long before the grayling dis- 
appeared and grayling and the flerce 
brown trout have lived in the same 
streams in England for hundreds of 
years, so I have my doubts as to the 
trout killing off the Michigan grayling 
to any extenf. 

Looking back, I can appreciate now 
the destructiveness of the fish hog 
better than the present generation 
ever can. To the fish hog goes the dis- 
credit for killing the grayling, just as

own defense today in his trial on 
charges of evading the selective draft 
act. Dempsey denied charges of non- 
support and. cruelty made by-his for- 
mer wife, Mrs. Maxine Dempsey, ‘in 
testimony given earlier in the trial. | 

Dempsey described himself as hav- 
ing been the principal support of his 
family from .the time he was 14 years 
old. Dempsey said he had supported 
his wife until she left him. 

He denied that he had broken his 
wife’s jaw by a blow while they were 
living at a hotel here, as she had 
charged, “ because she had not earned 
any money for him.” Dempsey said 
he never had struck His wife and that 
the jaw fracture was caused by a fall. 

Dempsey told of his work as a gov- 
ernment recruiting agent for the ship- 
yards late in 1918, saying he “ guessed 
he got three or four hundred men” to 
work in the Philadelphia yards. 

Lieut. John F. Kennedy of the bat- 
tleship Mississippi testified Dempsey 
had asked him to secure his release 
from his exemption so he might en- 
list. Dempsey, according to Kennedy,

‘Expect to Drop School 


Estimate Scheme. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The present plan of mapping out 
new wards for Chicago is premature, 
mysterious, and based upon a guess. 
It is supposed to be founded upon the 
1916 school census. 

“No redistricting oh that basis <n 
be either fair or honest” said the tate 
Edward F. Cullerton, who had spent 
forty years in the city council. That 
was his comment Dec. 15 last, when 
the council voted, 62 to 5, for “im- 
mediate action.” 

But the scheme will probably be ahan- 
doned at the committee session today. 
Chairman Cermak said yesterday he 
favors delay until the federal census 


deéms that advisable, “if the fi 
can be gotten readily.” The co it- 
tee has been promised the data with- 
in a month. Ald. Bowler conferred 
with Congressman Gallagher, who said 
he thought that the figures can be ob- 
tained within ten days. 
Census Figures Aid Plan. 
No doubt the figures could be ob- 
tained at once if the aldermen. really 
desire to get them. Chicago Census 
Supervisor John Gaynor said he Sent 
the last figures to Washington. on 
March 12, three months ago. The cen- 
sus was taken by dividing the dity 


in well with the purpose for which the 
aldermen need the figures. They. fle- 
sire to switch so many voting pfe- 
cincts from one ward to another and 
these precincts now total 2,190 within 
the corporate limits. 

To undertake redistricting the city 


‘into 2,312 census districts. This 


on the basis of the 1916 school cen- 


sus is almost a jest, if the aldermén 
seriously desired to get an equitable 
distribution of the population. The 
school census of 1916 was not an 
enumeration of all of the inhabitants 
of the city. It was only a count of the 
minors to get Chicago’s share of the 
state distributable school fund. It 
showed the minor population then: as 
996,059. 
School Estimate 2,550,000. 

At that time William L. Bodine, su- 
perintendent of compulsory education, 
said: “T estimate the total population 
of 411 ages in Chicago in 1916 to be 
2,550,000." The federal census shows 
2,701,212 now. 

For the aid of former Ald. Kerner 
the municipal reference bureau took 
this census of minors and estimated 
the total population in each voting 
precinct and ward. The estimate for 
the city as a whole can be considered: 
gopd, but it is defective precinct by 
precinct, and to get an equitable and 
fair redistricting the aldermen should 
have that information accurately. The 
law requires the redistricting on the 
basis of population. 

How Estimates Fail. 

The 1916 estimate of population in 
the first ten precincts of the First 
ward compared with the registered 


voters March, 1916, in the same pre- 
cincts is as follows: 


Precinct. Population, Voters, 
322 


The Second precinct of the Sixth 
ward is credited with 437 men, 
and children. At the same time She 
registered voters totaled 421. The pap 
ulation of the Twenty-eighth precinct 
of the Eighth ward was given as 243, 
but the registered voters there t 
291. The population of the Sixth pre 
cinct of the Thirty-second ward was 
estimated at 354, but the voters totaled 


303. 
Indicates Gerrymandering. 
With the exception of the north side 
no maps are available showing where 
it has been proposed to fix the ward 
lines. It is reported that these mans
